A legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of East

David 
Sheedy then read a letter to the Planning Board from Town 
Counsel, Kenneth E. MacMullen concerning his opinion that 
approval of this article would not allow a landfill to be 
opened in some other area of town operated by a private 
enterprise. At that time a motion was made to move the 
question, but Moderator, Philip E. Carey would accept the 
motion.

A 
presentation was made by Frank Savino, Treasurer/Collector 
on the financial picture of the town in 1996-1997 without 
the revenues from BFI.. Several other residents expressed 
their opinion for and against passing the article. 


At 8:50 p.m. a motion was made and seconded to move the 
question. At this time, Head Teller, Richard Anderson 
informed voters the procedure for collecting the secret 
ballots. All voters remained seated while teller collected 
the votes by passing the ballot box from one voter to the 
next in each row. This was done in the Michael J. McCarthy 
Auditorium, the balcony and the gymnasium. After the 
ballots were collected, they were counted by designated 
tellers on the stage in full view of the body. Total number 
of ballots collected and counted was one thousand four 
hundred ninety-eight (1498.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
JUNE 28, 1995 


A legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of East 
Bridgewater qualified to vote in elections and town affairs 
was held at the Main Conference Room, Town Hall, 175 
Central St. on Wednesday, June 28, 1995 under a Warrant 
issued by the Selectmen and dated June 12, 1995. 


Checking voters into the conference room was Jeannette T. 
Arruda. There were twenty-eight (28) voters present, nine 
(9) in Precinct I, ten (10) in Precinct II and nine (9) in 
Precinct III. Non-voter present at the meeting was George 
Samia, Town Accountant. 


Moderator, Philip E. Carey, called the meeting to order at 
7:30 p.m. Town Clerk, Marcia Weidenfeller, read the Opening 
of the Warrant and the Return of Service. The Moderator 
noted that an error was made on the Warrant which stated 
the meeting to be held on Monday, June 28, 1995. The 
Warrant should have stated “Wednesday”, June 28, 1995.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
To the Residents of the Town of East Bridgewater; 


Under the Chairmanship of Paul R. Nisby, for the 
second consecutive year, the Board of Selectmen culminated 
the year having achieved a multitude of the goals and 
objectives that were outlined at the onset of 1995. 


As we began the year, the Board noted with pleasure 
the work of Treasurer Frank Savino, Accountant George Samia 
and Executive Assistant John Clifford. 


JANUARY 

Treasurer Frank Savino spent many hours at the 
Plymouth County Registry of Deeds, working on Tax Title 
property and informed the Board that he would keep them 
apprised of the steps that he intended to take. 


A citation was presented to Thomas Hydrick, Jr. 
relative to his heroic action in averting a major tragedy 
when he steered his truck into a wall to avoid hitting 
children who were leaving the Central School. 


The Board opened a Public Hearing regarding the 
transfer of the Common Victualer - All Alcoholic License of 
the Sizzling Platter Restaurant. After some legal 
ramifications were explained by Town Counsel, Kenneth E. 
MacMullen, the Board closed the Public Hearing and received 
a request for a future hearing regarding this license. 


Chairman Nisby informed the public that BFI was 
contemplating returning to the Board to request the zoning 
issue (to amend Section 5.T. of the Zoning By-Laws), which 
was originally defeated on November 14, 1994, be revisited. 


Upon the request of Mrs. Swartz, the Board moved that 
Executive Assistant, John Clifford contact E.O.C.D. 
regarding acquisition of the rights to the old railroad 
spur area between North Central and Spring Street, which 
could help alleviate traffic congestion leading into the 
Central Square. 


High School Council Member Jane Haines, informed the 
Board that the Council had sent a letter to Governor Weld 
explaining the Ed Reform inequities and noting that even 
without the BFI revenue losses, the Town faced a hardship

due to loss of education funding. Board members pledged 
their aid in any way that would benefit the needs of the 
children of East Bridgewater. 


Tree Warden, Eugene Fortier met with the Board to 
inform them that in conjunction with the Highway 
Department, the clean-up from the intense December 24th 
storm was still in progress. He discussed the need for a 
new brush chipper, which was submitted to the Capital 
Improvements Needs Committee for Town Meeting approval. 
Mr. Fortier also reported that part of the old cemetery 
wall damaged in the storm had been repaired. 


Two vacancies on the Zoning Board of Appeals were 
filled due to resignations of Alternate Member Kevin Burley 
and the elevation of Alternate Member Jerry Hartman to a 
Full Member. Janet Collins and Paul Garabedian were 
appointed by the Board. 


Mrs. Swartz informed the Board that the Historical 
Commission is researching funding to restore the old stone 
wall in front of Town Hall. The Board endorsed the project 
and requested Executive Assistant, John Clifford to work 
with Commission member Margaret Alexander to secure any 
available grants. 


The Board commended Executive Assistant, John 
Clifford on his performance during his first three months 
of working on the undertakings set forth before him and 
confidently signed his contract for the period of November 


28, 1994 to November 25, 1995. 


Evelyn Griggs, Council on Aging Chairman, met with 
the Board to update the Town on their goals which are 
Carried out by the Director of Elder Affairs, Mary Jane 


Kingsland and Clerk Margaret DeGara. She noted the late 


Mary Alden donated many hours of her time thereby 


eliminating the need for additional staff in the office. 


The Board voted to hold the second annual Student 
Government Day with the assistance of George McCabe, High 


School Social Studies Coordinator. 


Highway Surveyor, Leo R. Trudeau informed the Board 


‘that he had received approval to use Chapter 90 funds for 
the removal of old gas & diesel tanks on the Fire 


Department grounds. 
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Two young East Bridgewater students, Jenna Correira 
and Ashlee Clifford were extended congratulations by the 
Board for their efforts to raise funds for the victims of 
the devastating earthquake in Kobe, Japan. 


Executive Assistant John Clifford produced, for the 
Board, a new procedure for the Board of Selectmen’s Policy 
Book titled “Procedure for Handling Complaints of 
Unrestrained Dogs”, which was unanimously adopted by the 
Board. 


Selectman Eric Greene announced that he would be 
seeking re-election, after careful consideration, as he 
felt there was still much work to be accomplished by the 
Board. 


The Board accepted with regret the resignation of 30 
year member John Grant from the Conservation Commission. 


Highway Surveyor, Leo Trudeau informed the Board that 
his 2 top priorities for 1995 would be Central Street from 
Washington Street to the Whitman line, Oak and Washington 
Streets to the Whitman line and the Oak/Franklin Street 
intersection. 


The Board was informed by the Highway Surveyor of the 
retirement on May lst of landfill employee, John Coutts. 
Mr. Trudeau expressed his thanks to Mr. Coutts for his 
years of dedicated work in that Department. 


Treasurer Frank Savino informed the Board that 
Governor Weld signed a bill that would enable the Plymouth 
County Retirement System to become self-funded thereby 
realizing a savings to the town of $119,690 this year. 


The Board voted to grant a Common Victualer - All 
Alcoholic License to Carol M. Johnson, JJC Realty, 124 
Robins Street. 


FEBRUARY 

James Hardy, Chairman of the Middle School Additional 
Building Committee updated the Board on the status of the 
project. The Department of Education notified the Committee 
that projects going out to bid at this time were coming back 
15-25% higher than cost projections submitted in June 1994. 
A proposed date for groundbreaking was September, 1995. 
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Chief John L. Silva provided the Board with a 
comprehensive report on the services provided to the Town by 
his department. 


Wilfred Prouty, Bridgewater resident and Donna Morris, 
Raynham resident were appointed Animal Inspectors for the 
period of April 1, 1995 - March 31, 1996. 


Executive Assistant John Clifford reported to the 
Board on action taken on the extensive list of goals and 
objectives. The Board commended him on the progress that had 
been made to date. 


Chairman Paul Nisby announced that a substantially 
different Zoning By-Law change had been submitted to the 
Board by BFI/Northern Disposal and directed Executive 
Assistant John Clifford to forward the article to the 
Planning Board for a Public Hearing process. 


Steven Whittmore was appointed as a member of the 
Conservation Commission to fill the vacancy created by the 
resignation of John Grant. 


Chairman Paul Nisby and Irena Swartz attended the DARE 
Graduation on February 17th. In addition to Chief John L. 
Silva, speakers at the ceremony included the late D.A. 
William O’Malley and Rep. Michael Sullivan. The Board 
congratulated two “family” graduates, Erin Greene and 
Kristina Clifford. The Board commended DARE Officer Michael 
Kennedy for his outstanding work with the children in our 
schools. 


The Board enthusiastically discussed the Old Colony 
Railroad Rehab Project which has a target date for 
completion of September 1996. 


Chairman Nisby discussed the closing of Star Market 
and the impact being felt by the Town. 


An update on the activities and services provided by 
the Public Library was given by Library Trustee Chairperson, 
Nancy Jordon and Assistant Director, Carol Emery. 


Treasurer/Collector Frank Savino informed the Board 
that he had received $71,000 for various Tax Title 
properties. The Board expressed their appreciation for his 
aggressive approach to collecting the monies.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the 
Town of East Bridgewater: 


I respectfully submit the Annual Report of the East 
Bridgewater Fire Department for the year 1995. 


The year 1995 was a busy year for the Fire Department. 
During the year, department members responded to 1402 
emergency calls. Ambulance work accounts for approximately 
70% of the calls for help that we respond to. This year the 
ambulance answered 968 calls for medical assistance. Of the 
remaining 434 calls, 120 involved fires and the rest were 
for situations which included hazardous materials 
spills/leaks, electrical emergencies, water problems, false 
alarms, cover assignments, etc. 


The number of calls handled by the Fire Department 
remained fairly constant throughout the 80’s. Since 1990, 
the number of calls that the Department answers has risen 
steadily from 972 in 1990 to 1402 in 1995. This translates 
into 1 44% increase in 5 years! Department manning has 
remained constant throughout the time period. The Department 
has 12 full time fire fighters who provide round the clock 
coverage with 3 fire fighters on duty at all times. These 
firefighters provide the dual role of fire fighting and 
ambulance service and are augmented by call fire fighters 
when needed. 


This year the department continued to offer a 7 day a 
week blood pressure clinic where residents can have their 
blood pressure taken and recorded by the on duty EMT’s ona 
walk-in basis at no charge. Two members are also members of 
the regional Hazardous Materials Response Team. This team 
provides personnel and equipment to take care of Hazardous 
Materials Emergencies in our area which the individual 
departments themselves are not equipped to handle. 
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Fire Prevention work remains a priority for the 
Department. Fire safety inspections are conducted by the 
four lieutenants. Schools, nursing homes, places of public 
assembly and other high risk occupancies are given priority 
while other locations are inspected as time and manpower 
permit. 


The Department has continued to take an active 
interest in promoting fire prevention and awareness among 
the children of the town. Classes were held in cooperation 
with the Central School during Fire Prevention Week. The 
Juvenile Fire Setter program we started last year continues 
to be available to help youngsters who have been identified 
as having problems with fire setting and teach them about 
the proper ways to use fire before they hurt themselves or 
someone else. 


This year the Department was able to replace the 30 
year old heating system which has been giving us problems 
for years with a new more efficient gas heating system. This 
system should help save money in the cost of heating the 
building. 


In September, Nancy Larsen the Department’s Principal 
Clerk submitted her resignation. Nancy was with the 
Department for 11 years and served under 4 Chiefs. We wish : 
her the very best in the future. 


I would like to thank the Officers and Fire Fighters | 
of the Department that have assisted me this past year. I 
would also like to thank all other Town Departments for 
their cooperation and assistance.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater; 


The Tree Department removed 94 dead or dangerous trees 
from our roadsides and removed broken or dead limbs from 
another 55 trees. Of the trees removed 28 were removed to 
facilitate the re-construction of Central Street from Cedar 
Street to Franklin Street. 


The Tree Department, after close inspection, allowed 
Eastern Edison to remove another 36 trees that posed 
foreseeable problems to their overhead electric lines, in an 
effort to keep power outages to our residents at a minimum. 


Roadside brush was cut on 18 streets either whole or 
sporadically sections of highway, posed a vision problem for 
motorists. The Tree Department received a new 12” Diesel 
Disc Brush Chipper to aid in the disposal of brush culling 
and dead tree limbs, replacing a 31 year old drum chipper. 


The Tree Department, with the help of volunteers, 
landscaped the front of the “Old Intermediate School” for 
the Housing Authority and assisted the Highway Department, 
grading, seeding and fertilizing the front of the Town 
Offices in the reconstruction of the Historic Stone Wall 
there. 


I wish to express my gratitude to the Tree Department 
employees, other Town Officials and their personnel and to 
our residents for their patience, cooperation and 
understanding, in the performance of my duties as your Tree 
‘Warden.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


The Board of Water Commissioners is pleased to 
announce that construction at the #5 well site off East 
Street is complete, along with its Corrosion Control 
equipment and is now on line. This brings the Town’s wells 
to a total of five. 


For the third year in a row, the department employees 
undertook another special project for the betterment of the 
Water Distribution System, that being the installation of a 
12 inch water main from the corner of East street, 
northerly up Bedford Street to Whitman Street, then to the 
intersection of Plymouth Street. This project was required 
to improve the flow of water from the East Street Well, due 
to the volume produced by this new well.

The Corrosion Control project was started this past 
year and the Department is looking for a completion date of 
early spring of 1996. 


Water Department Superintendent Scott McCann reported 
on the following: there were 93 service renewals - 10 
service repairs - 5 water main breaks - 28 hydrants 
repaired or replaced. Installed 3700 feet of 12’ main with 
hydrants, plus an additional 1000 feet was installed on 
Plymouth Street, by a private contractor, (supplies were 
paid for by the department in conjunction with the Plymouth 
Street water main extension.) The department employees 
built a gravel shed for the department. There were 74 new 
services added to the water department files, for both 
residential and business accounts. 


Water Department Administrative Assistant Lucille 
Smith reported on the installation of a new computer to 
enable the upgrading of the system. This replaces the old 
system that was installed in 1985. This new system is also 
capable of running the old billing system and any future 
additions. 


The meter replacement program is continuing with 35 
non-registering meters replaced and 623 meters older than 
20 years were replaced. 


The Board of Water Commissioners has voted to change 
the meter replacement program to 25 years and to become 
effective in 1996. 


The Water Department Office was painted by the 
‘students of the Southeastern Regional Voch-Tech during this 
past year, the only cost to the department was for 
Materials used. 


The Board would like to take this opportunity to 
thank the other Town Departments for their cooperation in 
working with the Water Department.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East. 
Bridgewater; 


Life is measured by the rapidity if change, the 
succession of influences that modify the being.

Change is a work that aptly describes the year 1995 
for the East Bridgewater Library System. Specifically, the 
Board of Library Trustees was faced with the task of 
replacing several key staff members. In March, High School 
Librarian, Anne Hynes retired, thereby ending a 
distinguished professional career of nearly fifty years.

Since joining the library’s staff in 1947, she provided the 
residents of East Bridgewater with unparalleled service. 
Although her early years were at the public library, her 
service since 1960 as High School Librarian remains her true 
legacy. Throughout her years of selfless devotion Anne Hynes 
focused on one goal - providing the young people of East 
Bridgewater with the best service possible. In April, the 
Board of Trustees regretfully accepted the resignation of 
Library Director, Diane Pacheco. Diane provided admirable 
leadership and direction during her six years in East 
Bridgewater. Some of her many accomplishments include 
automating the public library, arranging programs and 
lectures, obtaining several grants, renovating the 
Children’s Room and, most importantly, ensuring excellent 
services for library users. In November, Cataloger Joan 
Hayward retired after ten years of service. She had been a 
faithful and efficient employee, adapting to many new tasks 
over the years. Joan’s cataloging of library materials 
enabled items to reach the hands of both school children and 
public library users in a timely fashion. 


Replacements for these people were sought and found. 
Bursting with energy and enthusiasm, Nancy Hughes took over 
as High School Librarian. The High School team was completed 
with the hiring of Merrilee Phinney, who replaced former 
High School Library Assistant Anita Barton. Carole Emery 
stepped into the position of Library Director after having 
served as Assistant Director for seven years. The vacant 
role of Assistant Director was filled by Anne Johnson, who 
then had to be replaced as Children’s Librarian. The new 
Children’s Librarian, Jennifer Repeta, brought her years of 
teaching experience and love of children to the job. Janet 
Coleman, having both library and computer skills, was 
selected to fulfill the duties of Cataloger. Finally, Connie 
Ryan was chosen as Library Aide. While the loss of valuable 
staff members will always be felt, these replacements have 
brought their own unique skills and expertise to their 
respective positions. Their dedication to public service is 
felt by everyone who uses the town library system. 


Another loss to the Library was felt when long-time 
Library Trustee Gordon Hatfield decided not to run for re- 
election. His years of dedicated service to the library are 
appreciated by the Board. His replacement, Susan Murray, 
brings her own wisdom and experience to the Board of Library 
Trustees. 
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One thing that never changes at the library is the 
commitment to providing quality programs and activities for 
children. The 1995 Summer Reading Program, “Reading is 
Natural,” was completed by 226 children. Twenty of these 
participants took part in the first-ever young adult 
component of the program. Additionally, 1,880 children and 
adults attended storytimes, special programs and library 
tours. Timothy Wenk entertained families with his 
performance, “The Magic of Recycling,” through the 
sponsorship of the Ruth C. Thayer American Youth Hostel 
Fund. Local author Ingrid Larson presented two programs 
based on her book The Adventures of Herman and Hurby. 
Children were also delighted with the renovation of the 
outside hallway leading to the Children’s Room. Local artist 
Cheryl McCabe painted an outstanding mural of children’s 
literary characters to welcome children to their area of the 
library. An Open House was held in September to showcase 
these renovations and to provide a formal opportunity for 
library users to meet Children’s Librarian Jennifer Repeta. 
Two other additions to the Children’s Room included the 
donation of a red-tail hawk by taxidermist Karen Hart, as 
well as an additional computer for public access to the ABLE 
system. 


As a community center the public library was a busy 
facility. Adult programs held throughout the year included — 
the monthly meetings of the Adult Reading Club, and a Random 
Acts of Kindness Day in February. The Community Room 
received much use, with 28 groups using the room a total of 
252 times. The walls of the Eastman Room were graced on a 
monthly basis with the works of local artists, thanks to the 
volunteer efforts of Cheryl McCabe. Other volunteers at the 
public library were Robert Barroll, David Domer, Lorraine 
Roan, Eric Sheppard and Jim Saccoach, who each gave of their 
own time for the benefit of others. 


Patron registration continues to increase at the 
library. There are currently 6,281 registered patrons, an 
increase of almost 800 patrons since last year. Once again, 
through the generosity of the East Bridgewater Cooperative 
Bank, new patrons received card holders listing the library 
hours and telephone number. The library’s patrons also 
benefited from the support of So. Weymouth Savings Bank, 
continued its sponsorship of the pass to the New England 
Aquarium and East Bridgewater Kiwanis, which continued its 
sponsorship of the pass to the Museum of Science. 
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1995 was a productive year for library services in 

East Bridgewater. The various changes in staff and programs, 
while perhaps difficult to accept, have actually provided an 
opportunity for growth. The East Bridgewater Library System 
has been serving this town for over one hundred years with 
basically the same mission: to connect people with the 
information they seek. Our methods of reaching this goal 
have changed, the people who assist us in reaching this goal 
have changed, but one thing that will never change is our 
commitment to providing excellent library service to the 
residents of East Bridgewater. The year 1996 brings the 
100th anniversary of the library building. The Trustees and 
staff will be busy planning and providing programs in honor 
of the centennial and we look forward to having the town 
join us in our celebration.

The aim of the C.0.A. is to improve the quality of 
life for our seniors so they will lead healthy, happy, 
productive lives. 


The needs of the senior population and the 
handicapped citizen are as varies as the people themselves, 
however, all of these citizens can be assisted by 
counseling, by advocates and for referrals to other 
appropriate agencies.

REPORT OF THE OLD COLONY PLANNING COUNCIL 
AREA AGENCY ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
East Bridgewater: 


The Delegate and Alternate to the Old Colony Planning 
Council, Area Agency on Aging are pleased to present this 
report of the Area Agency on Aging activities for 1995. 


The Old Colony Planning Council Area Agency on Aging 
is responsible for the planning, coordination and funding 
of elderly services under Title III of the Older Americans 
Act in the twenty-three community region served by the 
program. The Area Agency, in conjunction with input from 
the 23 community Advisory Committee, has focused its 
efforts on developing a comprehensive network of services 
and programs which are responsive to the full spectrum of 
elder service needs. In collaboration with local councils 
on aging and elder service provider agencies, the Area 
Agency provided grant funding for the following services 
and programs in Fiscal Year 1995: 


*Senior Center and Outreach Programs 
*Home Health and Respite Services 
*In-Home Mental Health Services 
*Services for Elders with Disabilities 
*Transportation Services 

*Legal Services 

*Emergency Services 

*Congregate and Home-Delivered Meals 
*Nutritional Education and Counseling 
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*Services to Families and Caregivers 
*Nursing Home Ombudsman Services 


In addition to providing the services listed above, 
the Area Agency also used funding under Title III-F of the 
Older Americans Act for the provision of Disease Prevention 
and Health Promotion Programs and Services, for: 


*Community Health Education Presentations 

*Demostration fitness and exercise programs at local 
Councils on Aging 

*Nutrition Education and Healthy Eating/Weight Loss 
Programs to almost 500 elders. 


The Area Agency also used funding awarded from the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health for the provision 
of Prostrate Cancer Awareness and Education presentations 
throughout the region. The Area Agency worked closely with 
councils on aging and other human service provider agencies 
to conduct these presentations at various locations. A 
total of 14 educational presentations were conducted, 
serving more than 320 elders. 


The service and programs above were available to 
elders throughout the region. In 1995, over 380,000 units 
of service were provided to more than 12,000 elders. These 
‘included: serving 836 elders with over 2000 trips under the 
Volunteer Transportation Program; approximately 2300 units 
of in-home mental health services to 430 elders; 1600 units 
‘of in-home personal care services; 3500 units of legal 
assistant services; and 250,000 congregate and home 
delivered meals. 


The Area Agency on Aging Advisory Committee Delegates 
and Alternates play a key role in the development and 
‘support of elder service programs in the area. The Advisory 
‘Committee, consisting of representatives from each of the 
23 communities served, assists the Area Agency in assessing 
elder service needs, establishing funding priorities and 
selecting subgrantees to provide Title III services. The 
support and cooperation of the local communities and 
‘Advisory Committee is acknowledged with gratitude by the 
Old Colony Planning Council Area Agency on Aging.

REPORT OF THE CABLE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
East Bridgewater; 


I respectfully submit the report of the Cable 
Advisory Committee for the year ending December 31, 1995. 


The Town of East Bridgewater continues to receive 
cable television service from Continental Cablevision. 
During this past year, we felt the impact of the federal 
deregulation of the cable industry. However, this impact 
was minimal on the Town, with overall rates remaining 
fairly stable and few channel changes. Unfortunately, we 
did lose the Senior discount, which affected many of our 
residents. 


We were, however, impacted by personnel changes. Paul 
Joia, our Program Director for.the past few years, has left 
East Bridgewater for a full time assignment with 
continental Cablevision in Whitman. Paul’s positive 
attitude, professionalism and enthusiasm will be missed. 
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The Committee also lost a key member in Mary Alden. Mary 
represented the voice of our Senior Citizens and was a 


valuable community television volunteer. Her presence will 
be deeply missed. 


The quality of the service provided to the Town was 
quite good with respect to system availability, but we did 
lsuffer from technical problems with both audio and video 
during televised local meetings. Continental has responded 
to the requests for correction of these issues, and will 
continue to work with us to provide a quality presentation 
lof local activities. 


As we look forward, many opportunities await us. The 
'Telecommunications Reform Law opens the door for 
alternative methods of receiving both television and other 
forms of telecommunication. The original contract with 
Continental will expire in 1999, and the open negotiation 
period begins at the end of this year. We look to add new 
members to the Committee that will allow us to meet these 
challenges and continue to allow East Bridgewater to 
receive quality programming and television options. 


The Committee also wishes to thank all persons that 
jhave given their time and assistance to this Committee over 
the past year.

The Recycling Committee is pleased to announce that 
approximately 220 tons of materials were recycled by the 
concerned citizens of East Bridgewater, 110 tons of 
newspaper, magazines and junk mail; 45 tons of glass 
(colored and clear); 23 tons of metal; 40 tons of scrap 
metal; 3 tons of plastic (#1 PETE and #2 clear and colored 
plastic); these figures do not.include yard waste currently 
collected at the landfill or white and colored office paper 
collected at the Middle School, High School and Town Hall. 


The Recycling Center at the old Bridge Street Landfill 
monitored weekdays by members of the Highway Department 
still has a dedicated core of volunteers working every 
Saturday from 9 a.m. - 1 p.m. These volunteers assist 
residents in sorting recyclables and keeping the materials 
Sorted and clear of contaminants to insure the high quality 
of recyclable product that East Bridgewater has been known 
toprovide. 


This past winter inclement weather has forced the closure 
of the center on a number of Saturdays. The saying among 
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the volunteers has been “If it’s Saturday, it must be 
raining or snowing.” Except in extreme cases you will find 
the center open and a friendly hand waiting to assist you. 
Residents should understand that the decision to close is 
sometines based on the impending forecast or last minute 
based on the weather at opening. though the weather may 
clear, downpours are a deterrent to being open. 


A Child’s Book of Recycling, a: coloring book, was purchased 
and distributed to the Central School students at the end 


of the school year in ‘95. A phamplet on recycling has also 
been distributed to the Middle School students through 
their Family and Consumer Science class. These were funded 
by the recycling proceeds. 


Though the state did not favor us with a good grade on our 
total recycling effort, the future shouldlend itself to 
conditions more favorable to greater participation. those 
who currently recycle are committed to reducing the waste 
stream and have been the backbone to the recycling effort 
in this community. With any changes the Recycling Committee 
and volunteers will be there to help all residents in their 
recycling efforts.

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REPORT OF SELF HELP INCORPORATED 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
East Bridgewater; 


During the program year ending September 30, 1995, 
Self Help, inc. received a total funding of approximately 
$9.3M and provided direct services to 37,868 limited income 
households in the area. 


In the town of East Bridgewater, SHI provided 
services totaling $95,621 to 424 households during program 
year 1995. 


The total funding of $9,284,683 does not tell the 
real value of human services delivered to the area as a 
whole. Self Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an 
additional $1,988,239 of other community resources such as, 
contributions from the towns, volunteers, donations of 
space, and private donations in the form of goods and 
services. Therefore, the gross value of SHI during the past 
program year was $11,540,877. 


Self Help currently employs 225 individuals, many of 
whom are of limited income, minorities and who reside in 
our service area. 


We feel that October 1, 1994 through September 30, 
1994 was a successful program year for us because we were 
able to assist as many limited income individuals as we 
did, in spite of the uncertainties with which we faced, and 
decreases in fundings we experienced.

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REPORT OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION 


‘To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
East Bridgewater: 


County Extension programs are carried on through 
Plymouth County in cooperation with the UMASS - Amherst and 
the United States Department of Agriculture. The 
Cooperative Extension Systems is supported by County, 
Federal and State funds, and operates under Federal and 
State laws and agreements. Education programs focus on 
water quality, horticulture, agriculture, 4-H youth and 
family development, and nutrition education. Volunteer 
advisory groups work with staff on developing specific 
programs. Local citizens, appointed by the County 
Commissioners, serve as County Extension trustees, 
directing the overall program. Extension staff serve as a 
direct link with the University of Massachusetts. New 
research findings are translated into practical 
applications and shared with people and communities through 
workshops, conferences, field demonstrations, technical 
assistance, newspaper articles, radio and television. 
Publications such as regular newsletters and booklets, 
factsheets, and home study courses, bring information 
directly to those who need it. 


In Plymouth County, the Cooperative Extension 
outreach office is located on High Street, Hanson. In 
Southeastern Massachusetts regional programs are conducted 
in cooperation with the Barnstable County Extension 
| Program. Satellite offices of UMASS Cooperative Extension 
are located in Bristol and Norfolk Counties. UMASS 
Cooperative Extension also operates the Cranberry 
| Experiment Research Station, located in Wareham. The 
Cooperative Extension office (Hanson) is open 8:30-4:30 
'p.m. Mon-Fri. Currently the county field staff consists of 
a County Director, two 4-H Youth Development Specialists, a 
“Nutrition/Family Development Specialist, and a 
Landscape/Nursery Specialist. A federally funded Expanded 
Food and Nutrition Education Program, which has been active 
in Plymouth County since 1969, is run under the auspices of 
Cooperative Extension. Currently, one supervisor, and two 
outreach educators work in this program conducting a UMASS 
nutrition education certificate course. A three-year Water 
Quality Grant was received this past year for work in the 
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Taunton River Watershed Connections Project. For more 
detailed information on the County Cooperative Extension 
program contact the county office at Box 658, Hanson, MA 
02341. (617)-293-3541 or 447-5946. 


PROGRAM OUTREACH 

CABLE TV —- One hundred and thirty (130) cable TV 
shows “Extension News & Notes” have been produced by 
Plymouth County Cooperative Extension. All but 3 Plymouth 
County towns use this half-hour Cooperative Extension cable 
TV program in their weekly community access channel, 
reaching over 100,000 households. 

RADIO - Every Sunday morning at 8:10 a.m. on WBET 
(Brockton), Cooperative Extension staff present a 15 minute 
broadcast on upcoming programs and timely educational 
topics. 

NEWSLETTERS - Cooperative Extension publishes 
fifteen newsletters in the area on Natural 
Resources/Agriculture/Nutrition for residents and 
commercial growers. A master list of these is available 
from the County Extension Office. 

FACTSHEETS - Cooperative Extension has numerous 
fact sheets available to the public. Multiple copies of the 
order form “150 Most Popular Tip Sheets” are distributed 
routinely to libraries, town halls and local cooperating 
agencies. 

SERVICES - The County Cooperative Extension office 
has information and instruction forms to have your soil 
tested. UMASS Cooperative Extension Soil Analysis Lab tests 
for soil PH and complete soil analysis. Pressure gauge 
tests for home canners are conducted at the County 
Extension office. 

EDUCATION PROGRAMS - A wide variety of teacher 
training workshops, lectures and on-site field 
demonstrations are conducted. 250 key county agencies 
receive a monthly mailing listing local Cooperative 
Extension activities.

REPORT OF PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO 
CONTROL PROJECT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito 
Project are pleased to submit the following report of our 
activities during 1995. 


The Project is a special district created by the 
State Legislature in 1957, and is now composed of 25 
Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton and the Town of 
Cohasset in Norfolk County. The Project is a regional 
response to a regional problem and provides a way of 
organizing specialized equipment, specially trained 
employees, and mosquito control professionals into a single 
agency with a broad geographical area of responsibility. 
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Again in 1995, the season began with an above normal 
water table which produced large numbers of spring brood 
mosquitoes throughout the County. Efforts were directed at 
larval mosquitoes starting with the spring brood. Ground 
and aerial larviciding was accomplished using B.T.I., an 
environmentally selective bacterial agent. Upon emergence 
of the spring brood of adult mosquitoes, ultra-low-volume 
adulticiding began. The Project responded to service 
requests until a drying trend occurred during mid-summer. 
All sprayers and trucks performed well with little time 
lost to breakdowns. 


The threat of the mosquito-transmitted disease 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) was low in 1995. This 
season marked the second consecutive year since 1981 that 
EEE virus was not isolated during the mosquito surveillance 
period. A certificate of recognition was presented on 
September 21, 1995 to the Massachusetts Mosquito Control 
Association for continued cooperation and coordination with 
the Department of Public Health in providing surveillance 
of Eastern Equine Encephalitis. 


The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater 
are given below. While mosquitoes do not respect town lines 
the information given below does provide a tally of the 
activities which have had the greatest impact on the health 
and comfort of East Bridgewater residents. 


| Insecticide Application. 2,676 acres were treated 

using truck mounted sprayers for control of adult 
‘Mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same 
|} Site if mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first treatments 
| were made in May and the last in September. 


Aerial Application. Larviciding woodland swamps by 
airplane before the leaves come out on the trees continues 
_to be very effective. In East Bridgewater this year we 
}aerially larvicided 40 acres. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes 
in the larval stage, which can be found in woodland pools, 
Swamps, marshes and other standing water areas. Inspectors 
continually gather data on these sites and treat with 
‘highly specific larvicides when immature mosquitoes are 
present. Last year a total of 69 inspections were made to 
65 catalogued breeding sites. 
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Water Management. During 1995 crews removed 
blockages, brush and other obstructions from 2,070 linear 
feet of ditches and streams to prevent overflows or 
stagnation that can result in mosquito breeding. This work, 
together with machine reclamation, is most often carried 
out in the fall and winter. 


Finally, we have been tracking complaint response 
time, that is the time between. notice of a mosquito problem 
and response by one of our inspectors. The complaint 
response time in the Town of East Bridgewater was less than 
two days with more than 160 complaints answered. 


Mosquito Survey. A systematic sampling of 
mosquitoes in East Bridgewater indicates that 
Coquillettidia perturbans was the most abundant species. 
Other important species collected included Culex pipiens 
and Aedes abserratus. 


We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call 
our office for information about mosquitoes, mosquito-borne 
diseases,control practices,or any other matters of concern.

REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SCHOOL 
DISTRICT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East 
Bridgewater; 


This past June the Southeastern Regional School 
District completed it’s twenty-eight year of operation. The 
school district is composed of eight towns and the city of 
Brockton. Southeastern offers six post-secondary and 
twenty-four secondary vocational-technical training 
programs. On October 1, 1994, there were 1273 students 
enrolled in the school district. 


East Bridgewater’s share of the $10,954,351.00 school 
district budget is $189,083.00. This is 5.42% of the 
district assessment and represents 69 students. 
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James Morris an air-conditioning and refrigeration 
student won first place in the Massachusetts Vocational 
Clubs of American state competition and was very successful 
in the national competition held in Kansas City, Missouri. 


Kristen Baird and Katie Farnham both cosmetology 
students, were also gold medal winners in the State 
V.I.C.A. competition. Other students have successfully 
competed in local V.I.C.A. competitions. 


Hillary Hamilton, Director of our Licensed Practical 
Nursing Program, was recently appointed to the 
Massachusetts Board of Registration of Nursing by Governor 
William Weld. Also, Debra Giampapa of Stoughton , was 
selected as the Massachusetts Licensed Practical Nursing 
‘Student of the Year. 


Federal grants were used to offset equipment and 
personnel costs. Vocational Education Carl Perkins funds 
were used to hire an adjustment counselor, vocational 
aides, teachers aides, discipline assistants and a new 
state-of-the-art frame straightening machine for our Auto 
Body program. 


Special Education grant funds were used to hire 
Special education teachers, educational aides and a 
vocational special educational aide to better assist our 
handicap students. 


: Title I grant funds were used to assist disadvantaged 
and underachieving academic and vocational students. 

The Greater Brockton Local School to Career partnership 
Grant, which includes Southeastern Regional and ten other 
school districts, received a three million dollar grant. 
This was the largest School to Work grant awarded in 
Massachusetts. 


East Bridgewater’s Student Community Projects this 
year included, refurbishing the Town Bandstand, plumbing 
work at the Water Department, electrical work in the field 
house at Memorial Field, painting at the Water Department 
and making and installing the new Town Hall sign on Central 
Street. 
| Our adult evening school courses continue to offer 
entry level trade skills and apprentice programs. many new 
technology courses have been added during the past year, 
and Evening School participation has greatly increased. 
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Technology improvements include two new networked 
classrooms that provide up-to-date software and hardware 
training for academic and vocational students. Additional 
laser discs, electronic microscopes, and computer-assisted 
curriculum materials have been purchased to make training 
more effective and our graduates more employable. Special 
thanks to our volunteer Advisory Board members who assist 
us in recommending supplies, equipment and technology 
purchases. 


The demand for Technical School graduates continues 
to be very strong and our annual placement rate exceeds 
95%. 


Southeastern is appreciative for the cooperation and 
support received from the residents of East Bridgewater.

REPORT OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL BUILDING ADDITION 
COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
East Bridgewater: 


In 1989, Town Meeting voted to establish a Committee 
to develop plans for an addition to the Middle School. The 
Committee was appointed by the Moderator, the late Philip 
E. Carey. Mr. Carey’s dedication to the townspeople of 
East Bridgewater and, in particular, its children, will be 
missed by everyone. 


In anticipation of Department of Education approval 
of funds in August 1995, the Committee began in March 1995 
establishing a timeline to follow, which would allow us to 
begin the bidding process as soon as the grant of 80 
percent reimbursement was approved by the Department of 
Education. On August l, 1995, Superintendent Mitchell 
received written notification that the 80 percent 
reimbursement grant had been approved and groundbreaking 
must occur before June l, 1996. 


The Committee began the process of requesting bids 
for the Middle School Addition. The Committee received: 
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- 84 Subcontractor bids in 18 categories 

- 9 General Contractor bids in a very 
competitive environment. The lowest four General 
Contractor bids were within 5 percent of each other. 


The Committee, due to inflation and rising 
construction costs, returned to Town Meeting on November 
20, 1995, to request the additional funds necessary to 
complete the addition. The Total Project Cost, including 
construction cost, furnishing and equipment, Clerk of the 
Works, design fees, surveying and testing, etc., is 
$12,000,000. The Town had previously approved $9,519,420 
in 1993. At the Town Meeting of November 20, 1995, the 
Townspeople of East Bridgewater overwhelmingly voted the 
$2,480,580 needed to complete the addition. The vote was 
870 yes to 22 no. 


During this period, the Committee was also conducting 
interviews for the Clerk of the Works position. Five 
Candidates were interviewed on September 30, 1995. After 
long deliberation, Fred Dalton of Duxbury, MA was appointed 
to the position. The Committee was very fortunate to have 
five outstanding candidates to from whom to choose. 


The issue of overcrowding in the East Bridgewater 
Schools is not a new one. In 1987, when regionalization was 
first discussed, it was apparent that there was going to be 
a shortage of classroom space in the near future. Since 
1987, various Committees and Task Forces had studied the 
issue. Finally, on December 18, 1995, with many of those 
people who for years worked in the background lending 


‘Support and making phone calls in attendance, 


Groundbreaking of the Addition to the Middle School took 
place. 


The Committee thanks the Townspeople of East 


Bridgewater who for eight years supported the efforts of 


all who worked to alleviate the overcrowding in our school 


system. The Committee also looks forward to 1996 when 
construction is underway.

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REPORT OF THE TREASURER/COLLECTOR 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
East Bridgewater: 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the 
Treasurer/Collector for Fiscal Year 1995. 


When I assumed my duties as Treasurer/Collector 
during the last quarter of Fiscal Year 1994, I used those 
few months to familiarize myself with both the operations 
of the Treasurer/Collector’s Office as well as the 
financial operations of the Town in general. As the new 
Fiscal Year opened in 1995, I developed several major goals 
to accomplish or to begin to accomplish during Fiscal 95. 


Of highest priority is my first goal, to help to 
develop sound financial practices within Town Government 
and in particular the Treasurer/Collectors Office. This 
includes working closely with the Town Accountant, 
Assessors, Board of Selectmen and all Town Departments to 
reduce and eliminate the negative Free Cash situation and 
to plan and prepare for the inevitable revenue shortfall 
resulting from the closure of the BFI landfill. I supported 
the establishment of, then served on, the Capital Outlay 
Committee in order to establish our long-term planning 
needs for major acquisitions and to prioritize those needs 
over a five year period. As Collector, I began a long 
overdue and aggressive collection program to include the 
collections of Tax Title and delinquent tax accounts. In 
Fiscal Year 1994 alone, we saw Tax Title collections of 
$172,901.48 along with $269,396.35 of back tax collections 
for a total of $442,297.83. Added to that figure is 
$137,093.15 of interest, fees and charges on Tax Title and 
delinquent taxes bringing a grand total of $579,390.98. 
Those funds played a substantial roll in helping to bring 
our Free Cash out of the deficit for the first time in 
several years. Careful planning, and tight money management 
of the Town Treasury, as well as timely Tax Commitment and 
Billing by the Assessors and Collector, resulted in 
substantial reduction in Tax Anticipation interest on notes 
for Fiscal 1995 as well as “0” Tax Anticipation Note 
expense in Fiscal 1996. 
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In addition to the above, in order to improve 
efficiency and reduce costs, I have set a goal to modernize 
office procedures and equipment so as to take advantage of 
the latest technology and practices available. As the 
budget allows, new computer equipment and programs have 
been, and will continue to be, purchased and utilized. this 
will result in more efficient processing and financial 
tracking, allowing us to handle additional workloads 
without substantially increasing staff. While this process 
is slow, due to present budget constraints, improvement 
will continue over the next several years. 


Another important Tae of this office, is to bring 
all our practices and procedures up to full compliance with 
Federal Regulations, State Statutory Compliance, Department 
of Revenue a Policy Standards, and Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principals. During past budget cuts, the number 
of staff in this office has decreased substantially while 
the work load and other Federal and State requirements have 
dramatically increased. Through D.O.R. and professional 
association sponsored meetings, seminars and schooling, I 
have kept and will continue to keep, well informed and in 
compliance with all established and new regulations, 
statutes, guidelines and policies of our regulating 
government agencies, as it pertains to this office or 
Municipal Finance in general. 


One goal which was completed in Fiscal Year 1995, was 
to create and distribute a 52 page Bonding Information 
Guide for all Town Boards, Departments and Committees which 
utilize Bonding when making major equipment purchases. Over 


the last 10 years, many changes have taken place within the 


Securities and Exchange Commission and the I.R.S. that have 
‘substantially affected the Municipal bond market. Beginning 
with the Tax Reform Act of 1986 and continuing thru the 


present, with the latest S.E.C. Disclosure Rules which 
became effective July 1, 1995, these changes have added 
Much greater issuance costs, financial disclosure costs and 


documentation burdens upon municipal government and their 
Treasurer’s. Even since our last bond issue in March of 


‘1990, those changes have resulted in many new ways in which 


we must now prepare and issue Municipal Bond Offerings. It 
has become more imperative than ever before that all 
Tegulations and requirements of the S.E.C. and I.R.S. are 
complied with concerning Municipal Bond Issuance. I 


distributed the Guide so that Department Heads, Boards and 
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Committees are fully aware of the long approval processes 
in obtaining Bonding or Bond Anticipation Notes, so that 
they do not financially obligate the town for purchases not 
yet approved by Bond Council or D.O.R. They also must be 
aware of the timing of expenditures of borrowed funds and 
the severe penalties of not meeting those expenditure 
schedules. The Treasurer must be aware of not only the 
expenditure schedules but many other complex requirements 
of the S.E.C. and I.R.S., such as arbitrage, disclosure, 
yearly audit, etc. Any violation of these regulations could 
result in loss of Tax Exempt Status and (or) Bond Rating, 
which would expose the Town to costly law suits brought by 
the investors of not only the issue in which the violation 
occurred but also all other outstanding issue investors. 


I would like to take this opportunity to recognize 
all our Department Heads, Boards and Committees, who have, 
throughout the year, worked together with one another in a 
productive cooperative effort to bring about a successful 
financial picture to FY-95. Throughout this continued 
effort, we can expect even greater fiscal success in the 
ensuing year. It should be noted that such efforts can not 
be achieved by one or two people or departments. It takes a 
cooperative effort to fiscally succeed and to continue to 
succeed. 


I especially would like to thank my office staff, who 
by providing the competent daily support needed to keep the 
office functioning throughout the Year, has allowed me to 
help attain the many important goals described above.

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REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN 
OF THE EAST BRIDGEWATER SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
East Bridgewater: 


I. am pleased to submit this report as Chairman of the 
School Committee. School year 1994-1995 ended as it had 
begun. The Class of 1995 enjoyed a great second half of the 
year culminating in a beautiful day for Graduation. This 
class’s achievements set very high standards that will be a 
challenge for future classes to uphold. 


The 1995-1996 year started where the previous year 
did in terms of a budget in place and new staff in 
positions that have been understaffed since 1989. The new 
school year also brought with it the largest Kindergarten 
class ever, 218 children and growing. Although a solution 
was found with input from the High School Council, the 
Central School Council, and parents of Kindergarten 
students, it is apparent that the only real solution to the 
overcrowding problem is the completion of the Addition to 
the Middle School. 


The 1995-1996 school year also brought many changes. 
For the first time in forty years, Miss Nancy Querzoli was 
not in her classroom enriching the children of the Central 
School. The Committee wishes her a very happy retirement. 
It is also rewarding when staff members move upward in 
their careers, even if it means that we will miss them. 
The Committee wishes good luck to Jack Shea, a new 
principal, and Susan Skeiber, a new assistant principal, in 
their next adventures. 


The Committee was also faced with a very difficult 
challenge, as Superintendent of Schools Gordon W. Mitchell 
announced his intention to retire effective June 30, 1996. 
Gordon has served the Town of East Bridgewater for over 
twenty-eight years, twenty-one as Superintendent of 
Schools. We will miss his wisdom, dedication to the 
children of East Bridgewater, and his unique wit. 


The School Committee enlisted the help of fifteen 
citizens to form a screening committee to begin the 


advertising and interview process in the selection of a new 
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Superintendent of Schools. The Committee thanks Jayne 
Curley, Fred Chapman, Edward Cavicchi, Ann Harper, George 
Kelly, Kathryn Levine, George McCabe, Maureen Pedro, Vernon 
Post, Judy Sabin, John Silva, Linda Zentz, Eric Greene, 
John Collins, and Lindsey Peix for their time and efforts 
in this most serious task. The School Committee, following 
its own interview, was pleased to appoint Dr. Judith 
Riordan to the position of Superintendent of Schools 
effective July 1, 1996. 


The Committee’s most difficult task lays ahead 
preparing for fiscal 1997. The loss of B.F.I. revenue to 
the Town will seriously impact the ability of the School 
System to fully implement the changes mandated in the 
Education Reform Act. The Committee is working with the 
Selectmen, Finance Committee, and the other Town 
Departments in determining the impact that the revenue loss 
will have on the services that the Town of East Bridgewater 
will be able to provide in the future. 


The School Committee urges your attendance at regular 
as well as budget meetings. All our meetings are broadcast 
on Channel 2 if you cannot attend in person. We encourage 
you, as citizens, to be as involved in the budget process 
as you can, as it is your input we are seeking. 


The School Committee wishes to thank all Town 
Departments for their continued cooperation this year. We 
look forward to a continuing this relationship into the 
next year. 


The School Committee also mourns the passing of Phil 
Carey, Mary Alden, and Agnes Kievenaar. The Town of East 
Bridgewater lost three individuals who collectively have 
served the town for 100 years.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee and the 
Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


I am pleased to submit my twenty-first and final 
annual report to the East Bridgewater School Committee and 
the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater. Little did I 
know when I graduated from East Bridgewater High School in 
1955 that some forty-one years later I would be writing my 
final report as its Superintendent of Schools. Little did 
I know when I assumed the position of Assistant 
Superintendent in East Bridgewater in 1968 that some 
twenty-eight years later I would be retiring as 
Superintendent. Little did I know when I was appointed as 
Superintendent by the East Bridgewater School Committee in 
1975 that I would have the privilege of serving the 
community for twenty-one years. 


One thing I did know forty-one years ago was that I 
had received an excellent education from the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools, an education which provided the 
foundation and springboard for a very productive and 
rewarding life. One thing I do know in 1996 is that the 
East Bridgewater Public Schools, in spite of many 
significant challenges, continues to provide an excellent 
educational experience for its students. At annual 
academic homecomings recent graduates share their concern 
for the lack of certain educational opportunities during 
their public school years in East Bridgewater. Most 
noticeable is the lack of computers and computer 
technology; however, the overwhelming sentiment is that 
they feel very well-prepared for their next level of 
educational challenge. Their record of achievement at a 
wide ranging list of post secondary institutions validates 
this claim. The East Bridgewater School Committee and the 
Citizens of the Town can be proud of its schools, it 
students, and its staff. 


As you read the reports of the Administrative Team 
which provides leadership and day to day management of our 
schools, you should sense a school system which has a focus 
and a vision for the twenty-first century. Developed 
through a collaborative effort involving community leaders, 
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parents, students, staff, administrators, and School 
Committee members, a new Mission Statement has been 
developed which will serve as a foundation for the 
' necessary changes which will be made in the future. 


I am happy to report that through the cooperative 
efforts of the Middle School Building Addition Committee, 
Town Officials, and the School Committee, ground was 
actually broken for the Middle School building addition, 
and relief from over-crowding at the elementary level is on 
the way. 


Systemwide efforts are underway to coordinate and 
foster professional development activities for staff. 
Curriculum frameworks are being studied by K - 12 focus 
groups. A technology planning group is being organized to 
develop a system plan for technology use. School Councils 
have refined individual school improvement plans and have 
met jointly to share ideas related to system needs. 


An “Upper Elementary Task Force” has been organized 
to study and plan for a new Grade 4 - 6 school when the new 
addition is complete, and the fourth grade, now at the 
Central School, will be transferred to the newly renovated 
section of the Middle School. 


All in all, there is a new sense of vitality and 
excitement within our system; however, the only negative 
factor is the constant lack of funds to properly support an 
excellent school system. Given its relatively low tax 
base, the Town of East Bridgewater has done a very good job 
of supporting its schools. 


Funding from the State has been inadequate to 
equalize opportunities for East Bridgewater students. I 
can only hope that this condition will change in the 
future. While the State Department of Revenue may allow 
the Town to reduce its local financial support below 
minimum requirements as a result of the lost B.F.I. 
revenues, our students’ need for computers will go unmet, 
School Council Improvement Plans will go unfunded, class 
sizes will continue to be too large, and the School 
Committee will have no additional funds to meet the new 


mandates under Education Reform. Adequate schoo]

biggest challenge facing the Town of East 
Bridgewater, 
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The new spirit of cooperation within the community as 
evidenced by the efforts of the Board of Selectmen, our new 
Executive Assistant, Accountant, and Treasurer, has created 
a very positive environment for solving mutual concerns. 
The quality and quantity of communication between all 
levels of Town Government has increased tenfold in the last 
several years. Monthly meetings among the major 
departments have fostered a greater understanding of 
departmental needs, as well as an appreciation of the 
talent and ability of the present department heads. 
Interdepartmental cooperation makes for better Town 
Government and everyone benefits. 


The main enjoyment of being a superintendent is the 
opportunity to visit classes at all levels and at all 
schools. The one common theme I see is the mutual respect 
among students, staff, principals, and parents. The 
quality of a school system is directly related to the 
quality of the human relations which exist within each 
school. Another significant area of enjoyment for a 
Superintendent is the challenge of creating something 
better by working with a School Committee, which really 
cares about students and always makes that standard its 
primary concern in making policy decisions.

“extended family”. Anne Kaiser has reminded me that she 
has survived longer in “the chair” than all of my previous 
secretaries. Mary Parris brags that she outlasted two 
Superintendents. Janet Perkins has “carried the mail” 
longer than she expected. Judy Bina will continue to pour 
the oil on “troubled waters” as needed. 


On June 30, 1996, my twenty-one years of stewardship 
to the East Bridgewater Public Schools will come to an end. 
It will represent a big change for me and my family, but I 
know it is time for me and time for the East Bridgewater 
Public Schools to make that change. 


It has been a profound privilege to work with so many 
wonderful people. I am grateful for the opportunity and 
the lasting memories.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL 
SERVICES 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit to you this report on the 
delivery of special services to East Bridgewater students. 
During the 1994-95 school year, approximately 350 students 
were served through various special education programs. Of 
this number, 90% were served within our own classrooms and 
programs. 


We continued to focus on delivery of services within 
the regular education classroom whenever possible. This 
emphasis applied both to the special education services and 
to the remedial education services that took place through 
the Chapter I program. Students have access to a broader 
range of knowledge and feel better accepted socially when 
they remain within the regular education setting rather 
than being pulled out for special or remedial services. 


At the Central School, we continued to have a fully 
integrated special services delivery model. In this model 
the students remain in their regular classrooms while 
receiving help from the special needs staff. This model 
has been very successful in helping students to retain 
their self esteem while coping with learning problems. The 
fact that it works so well is a credit to the regular and 
special education teachers involved and to the many aides 
who help carry out the program. 


Our preschool program enrollment continued to require 
two sessions per day. Because of this program we were able 
to meet the needs of all but two of our preschool special 
needs students here within our own district. The preschool 
program is also an integrated program as are the other 
elementary special education programs. At the preschool 
level this means that non-disabled students are recruited 
from the preschool population of the town. These children 
then serve as models and peers for the special education 
preschool aged children. As a result, all of the children 
learn that everyone is valued in spite of their 
differences. 
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The Early Childhood Advisory Council remained very 
active during the year. They sponsored workshops, printed 
news letters and held a raffle during “Christmas on the 
Common”. This activity allowed the dissemination of 
important information about child development and the 
availability of services to many parents who might 
otherwise not have been reached. Ms. Jean Mallon, a new 
council member, assumed the role of co-chairperson and was 
very instrumental in seeking sponsorship for and expansion 
of the preschool newsletter. We were very fortunate to 
have her energy and ideas at our disposal. We were equally 
fortunate to have had the services of Early Childhood 
Coordinator, Mrs. Karen Callahan, who also co-chaired the 
council and provided countless services to both the council 
and to preschool special education students and their 
families. Mrs. Callahan, who left in June to take a full 
time position elsewhere, will be greatly missed. 


At the Middle School, special services were again 
provided through a combination of mainstreaming and pull- 
out programs based on the strengths and needs of the 
students. In addition, two substantially separate programs 
continued to meet the needs of students who required more 
individual and continual attention than could be otherwise 
provided. The range of services available to special needs 
students at the Middle School is such that only very 
extreme cases need to be placed in outside programs. The 
dedication and accepting attitude demonstrated by the 
special services staff and by the administration enhance 
_ the chances for success for all special students at the 
| Middle School. 


| The High School continued to provide resource help to 
| students with special needs through highly individualized 

| instruction. As at the other schools, this instruction was 
| supplemented with speech therapy or adaptive physical 
education services where necessary. An increasing movement 
toward collaboration between special education and regular 
education resulted in co-teaching between the special 
education teachers and some of the English teachers. The 
| participants were enthusiastic and hope to continue to 
develop this type of service delivery. 


| In the area of health services, we were able to 
| implement health education programs at each school in spite 


| of a last minute cut in the grant from the state for these 
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programs. At the Central School students at all grade 
levels, K through 4, learned about staying well through The 
Great Body Shop curriculum. They were instructed by their 
classroom teachers with help from Health Specialist Beth 
Hutchins. At the Middle School, the new health educator, 
Ms. Donna Harmon, brought health education to all students 
in grades 5 through 7. At the High School, health 
education continued to be taught to 9th and 10th grade 
students by Ms. Judy Kraemer. Additional special health 
programs were also presented to students at the High School 
so that students at all grade levels received some health 
education. In addition to the health education curriculum, 
several wellness programs were conducted for students and 
staff throughout the year. 


Fiscal year 1995 saw a slight decline in terms of 
grant monies received. Total grant funding for the year 
amounted to $352,362. This was an decrease of $20,121 from 
grant funding in FY’94 which amounted to $372,483. Still, 
we were able to use the available funds most effectively. 


During Fiscal ‘95 grant funds were used to provide 
drug abuse prevention education and services; to purchase 
computers for the Central School; to hire aides to 
implement the integrated special education services at the 
elementary and middle school levels; to hire a teacher to 
help with the remediation of reading at the Middle School 
and to hire aides to help remediate both reading and math 
at the Central School; to contract for Adaptive Physical 
Education services for all schools; to contract for 
physical and occupational therapy services for the 
preschool and Kindergarten; to hire a part time Early 
Childhood Coordinator and a part time preschool teacher; to 
provide extensive staff training in the areas of math and 
science; to train staff regarding the new state mandated 
Individualized Educational Plans; to train high school 
teachers in the development and implementation of building- 
based support teams which can also serve as pre-referral 
teams and help teachers with students prior to their being 
referred for a special education evaluation; to hire a 
health specialist and health educator and provide special 
health programs; to provide professional development to 
staff at all levels; and to form study groups to examine 
the new state-wide curriculum frameworks. 
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In summary, the 1994-95 school year was a very active 
and productive one in the area of pupil personnel services. 
The staff continues to be outstanding and commendable in 
their energy and dedication to meeting the needs of all of 
the students of East Bridgewater.

The basic foundation for each child’s educational 
success is established at the Central School. The Core 
Values and The East Bridgewater Educational Philosophy will 
guide us in planning for the 1,050 children projected for 
next year in pre-school through grade four. The major 
issue at Central School is overcrowding, which results in 
large class size at every grade level. We moved the 
kindergarten to the high school in 1989. We continue to 
utilize the gym for two classrooms and the cafeteria for 
physical education classes, while enrollment increases. 
The pre-school program under the direction of Mrs. Marian 
Ferris is exemplary. Although the school is overcrowded, 
staff morale remains high, reflecting exceptional 
commitment and dedication to the children. The Middle 
School Building Addition Committee has finalized plans for 
the new addition to be completed in 1998. However, it is 
unlikely that the kindergarten will return to the Central 
School as enrollment projections show 900 students in 
grades K-3 in 1998. 


Ms. Nancy Querzoli retired after completing 40 years of 
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service to the children of East Bridgewater. Ms. Querzoli 
was an outstanding teacher in every respect and greatly 
admired by her peers. There was an immense display of 
community affection for Ms. Querzoli at the farewell 
gathering in June. Mrs. Susan Skeiber, Math Computer 
Specialist, was offered a promotional opportunity in 
another town as an Assistant Principal. She is a highly 
skilled professional and will be missed by the staff. Mrs. 
Celeste Duffy relocated to another state and Mrs. Luanne 
Stevenson is on a maternity leave. Mr. John Shea, the 
well-liked and respected Assistant Principal and 
Math/Computer Specialist, achieved a Principalship in 
another community. Mr. Shea is a visionary regarding 
computer instruction and technology application in the 
elementary school. He has had a positive impact on the 
entire school system during his 20 year tenure. 


Mrs. Ann Harper, Reading Specialist, was hired as Acting 
Assistant Principal for this year. Mrs. Harper has an 
excellent background in education with 14 years experience. 
She has a Master’s Degree from Southwest Missouri State 
University, Springfield, Missouri, and is currently 
enrolled in an administrative intern program. Mrs. Dianne 
Lounsbury, grade one teacher, has been designated Acting 
Reading Specialist for the 1995-96 school year. Mrs. 
Lounsbury has extensive experience in reading instruction, 
as well as an in-depth knowledge of a variety of programs. 
She has a Master’s Degree in Reading from Lesley College. 
Mrs. Sheila Evangelista was selected as a grade one teacher 
for Mrs. Lounsbury. She is a graduate of Framingham State 
College and was a long term substitute at the Central 
School last year. Mrs. Deborah Morrissey is also teaching 
grade one this year. She has a Master’s Degree from 
Bridgewater State College. She worked at the Central 
School as a grade one aide for two years. She also taught 
pre-school and was a long-term substitute kindergarten 
teacher. Mrs. Jennifer Mahoney, grade 3, was a teacher in 
Hull, MA in grade 2 for several years. She is a graduate 
of the University of Massachusetts. Ms. Debbi Chase is 
teaching grade 3. She was a long term substitute teacher 
and a Chapter I Aide here at the Central School. Ms. Chase 
is teaching grade 3 and is a graduate of Bridgewater State 
College. These teachers were all highly recommended by the 
screening teams of Central School teachers who reviewed 
their credentials, interviewed, then recommended them to 
the administration for final interviews. 
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The Central School uses the D.C. Heath Reading Program. 
This edition features a literature based, thematic 
curriculum that is highly motivational for the children. 
There is extensive use of tradebooks that are especially 
challenging for our exceptional readers. The Mathematics 
program features the new Addison-Wesley math series that is 
based upon the National Council of Teachers of Mathematics 
standards. There is a computer in every classroom for 
individual instruction. The third and fourth grade 
children have more intensive computer work with the latest 
Macintosh computers with CD ROM. The Central School has a 
“Homepage” on the Internet that was developed by Mrs. 
Joanne McDonald, a grade one teacher. 


The Guidance Counselors, Mrs. Lois Southworth and Mrs. 
Judith Sabin, are very much involved with student 
placement, special education testing, child abuse and 
neglect programs, along with crisis intervention 
Situations. The counselors are an essential component in 
our communication between teachers, students, and parents 
to assure the success of each child. 


Mrs. Victoria Boucher, Central School librarian, has a 
large annual circulation of books with this unique 
school/town library program. As well as having library 
once a week, the children receive special subject 
instruction on a weekly basis from Mrs. Katherine Douglas, 
art teacher; Mrs. Carolyn Post, physical education teacher; 

and Mrs. Maryanne Rebhan, music teacher. 


This year we have again seen positive community support 
and town department cooperation in many areas. Safety 
‘Officer Michael Kennedy has provided the DARE program, as 
well as teaching school bus evacuation, seat belt safety 
awareness, and child abuse prevention. He represents a 
very positive image of the Police Department for the 
Children. Chief Watson has arranged visits to the Fire 
Station and some of the firefighters have talked with 
Classes about fire safety. Mr. Trudeau of the Highway 
‘Department is most cooperative with outside maintenance 
items on the playground. 


Mrs. Christine Hastings and Mrs. Maureen Hanratty are 
‘responsible for the Parent Volunteer Program in the 
Classrooms, the library, computer center, at home, and with 
Special events at the school. The volunteers gave over 
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1000 hours of time to the school last year; including a 
very successful bottle drive to reinforce math skills and 
recycling. 


The Central School Council has been very active this 
year with Mr. Michael Joy, Co-chair. The Council developed 
a School Improvement Plan and was instrumental in 
demonstrating the need for a bond issue to replace the 
Central School windows facing Route 18. Mrs. Irena Swartz 
was particularly helpful with the bond issue. 


This is a very large school which is cleaned and 
maintained by the Head Custodian, Mr. E. Russell Murphy, 
and his two men, Mr. Donald Alger and Mr. James Robak. 

They have a great deal of pride in the building which is 
obvious in the appearance of the school. In the cafeteria, 
Mrs. Jeanette O’Day and her workers prepare several hundred 
meals daily. Mrs. Karen Lynch, the school nurse, sees 
approximately 50-70 children in the clinic each day. The 
very competent school secretaries, Mrs. McStowe and Mrs. 
Tesson, are best known to the children and parents as the 
friendly, helpful people in the office, who really run the 
school. 


The central office staff with Mr. Achin, Administrative 
Assistant, and Mrs. Levine, Pupil Personnel Director, are 
always helpful to the staff. The School Committee with 
Chairman, Mr. James Hardy, works diligently to provide an 
excellent school system for the citizens of East 
Bridgewater. 


Mr. Mitchell has indicated his intention to retire at 
the end of this school year. In closing, I would like to 
acknowledge my sincere gratitude to Gordon W. Mitchell for 
21 years of leadership and commitment to excellence. I 
have always been impressed with his dedication to the East 
Bridgewater Educational Philosophy that stresses the 
importance of the individual child: 


“We Believe......The quality of our schools should be 
measured by the degree to which they successfully provide 
for the uniqueness of the individual learner by creating 
learning experiences which accommodate the variety of 
learning rates, learning styles and personal needs of our 
students within a spectrum of public school programs. ...”

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the East 
Bridgewater Middle School. 


The December 1995 enrollment was 784 students. The 
following is the distribution of students by grade: 


Grade 5 207 Grade 7 179 
Grade 6 198 Grade 8 200 
TOTAL 784 Students 


This represents a net enrollment increase of twenty- 
three students over the number of students enrolled in 
1994, and an increase of 126 students in the total 
enrollment over the past five years. 


The Middle School Building Addition Committee 
received notice from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
that, at its July 20, 1995 meeting, the Board of Education 
had awarded a School Building Assistance Grant to the Town 
of East Bridgewater which guaranteed an 80% reimbursement 
rate on the total expenditures of the Addition/Renovation 
Project. The Committee then entered into the bidding 
phase, receiving a total of eighty-seven sub-bids and nine 
total construction bids. The large number of firms willing 
to participate in this process indicated a very favorable 
bidding climate. Agostini Construction Corporation of 
Providence, Rhode Island, was awarded the contract after 
the Town Meeting of November 20, 1995 at which the vote was 
taken to approve the amount of $2,480,580 in additional 
‘spending to complete the project. The original estimate of 
$9,519,420 had been approved in 1993, however, the actual 
costs determined by the bids opened this past fall showed 
an increase to a total project cost of $12,000,000. The 
Building Committee also retained the services of Mr. 
Frederick Dalton as Clerk of the Works. An engineer by 
profession, Mr. Dalton will oversee the construction for 
‘the Committee to ensure that the work done meets the 
‘Standards set in the bid documents. On December 1801995, 
the formal Groundbreaking Ceremony took place, with State, 
Local, School and Student representatives as well as 
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Community members present for the event which officially 
marked the beginning of the construction phase of the 
project. All members of the Building Committee, past and 
present, as well as the leaders of local government and 
supportive members of the Town of East Bridgewater should 
be commended for their perseverance, as this project, which 
started in 1989, took six years and many Town Meetings to 
bring to fruition. Membership on the Committee during 1995 
included:

The Middle School Council developed its first 
comprehensive School Improvement Plan. Hundreds of survey 
forms from parents and teachers were analyzed, and five 
areas were selected for development. They were; 1. STAFF 
AND STUDENT SUPPORT, 2. COMMUNICATION, 3. 
CURRICULUM AND INSTRUCTION, 4. SCHOOL CLIMATE, 

5. STUDENT ACTIVITIES. The Plan was completed in the 
Spring, and received School Committee approval on May 25, 
1995. The Council, Administration, and Staff began 
implementation of those parts of the Plan which called for 
immediate action this past fall.

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The Mission Statement Committee, composed of 
staff and parents, continued its work on the Core Values 
and the Mission Statement of the East Bridgewater Middle 
School. Adopted in the fall of 1994, the statement ry 
The mission of the East Bridgewater Middle School 
Community is to develop a lifelong desire for 
learning, a sound sense of self, an acceptance of 
responsibility, and a true respect for others.” 
became a central theme in our school. The core value of 
respect was selected to be the focus in the school during 
the 95-96 school year. The entire school community was 
involved in a process designed to emphasize the importance 
of that value in the daily operation of the school as well 
as everyday life. Writing assignments, discussion groups, 
and other methods were used to promulgate this core value. 
The Mission Statement Committee devoted time and effort 
giving meaning and emphasis to the fundamental direction of 
the Middle School. 


The Middle School Professional Development 
Committee, made up of representatives from each teaching 
team, curriculum, and administration, planned and 
implemented professional development activities for staff 
during 1995. Workshops were conducted on the following 
topics: Accelerated Learning, Portfolio Assessment and 
Cooperative Discipline. Two onsite computer courses on 
desktop publishing were offered to staff system-wide. 


During the spring of 1995, twenty-five Middle School 
teachers participated with colleagues from Central and High 
Schools in system-wide Curriculum Frameworks Study 
Groups in the following areas: English Language Arts, 
Social Studies, Mathematics, Science & Technology, and the 
Arts. Participants were involved in a series of meetings, 
both at the building-level and system-wide, examining the 
new Curriculum Frameworks developed by the Massachusetts 
Department of Education and their implications for East 
Bridgewater staff and students. The collegiality and 
important sharing of information about curriculum and 
instruction across disciplines, grade levels, and buildings 
were important benefits of the study groups. In October, 
all system-wide staff were brought together to participate 
in a full day teacher workshop focusing on the Curriculum 
Frameworks. 
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Through a variety of grant and in-house funds, Middle 
School teachers attended conferences and workshops on a 
wide variety of topics related to curriculum and 
instruction. Several staff members were workshop 
presenters for various professional development 
organizations in southeastern Massachusetts. Teachers on 
Team 7 were the recipients of a CLC Innovative Curriculum 
Grant from Bridgewater State College for their Project 
SWIMS multi-year habitat study project. 


Through funding from the Health Protection Grant, a 
Middle School Health Educator was hired as a member of 
the Special Areas team to provide health instruction to 
students in grades 5-8, beginning in January 1995. General 
topics covered in the 5-8 health program were outlined 
previously by the MS Health Curriculum Committee. 

Beginning in the fall of 1995, the puberty curriculum for 
grades 5 & 6, formerly taught by classroom teachers, was 
integrated into the health curriculum. 


Eighteen Middle School teachers participated in 
summer curriculum development projects during the last 
week of June. Science teachers in grades 5-8 met to review 
curriculum in relation to the state Curriculum Frameworks. 
As a result, selected modules from the Scott Foresman 
“Discover the Wonder” science program are being piloted in 
grades 5 and 6 during the current school year. Other 
summer curriculum projects including the development of 
literature units based on selected novels, reading and 
social studies integration, and math unit development. 


Fourteen 7th and 8th grade students and four staff 
members formed an EBMS World of Difference Team during 
1994-95. Team members attended a series of events in 
Boston sponsored by the Anti-Defamation League which 
focused on ways to “make a difference” in the following 
areas: respecting people’s differences, stopping violence, 
and stopping prejudice and discrimination. The Team 
sponsored a Make a World of Difference event with poster, 
poem and essay entries from 7th and 8th grade students 
around these themes being displayed in the lobby during 
parent conferences in April. In the fall of 1995, 25 
students were selected as team members for 1995-96. Along 
with five staff chaperones, they attended a Team Harmony 
Event at the new Fleet Center in November, and will be 
planning further school-based activities. The stated 
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purpose of the World of Difference Team is to increase 
awareness about these issues in the school and community. 


The cultural and curriculum enrichment programs 
sponsored during 1995 by the MS Parents and Teachers 
for the Arts included: Native American Day, Ayriel: A 
Child’s Colonial Harmonie, Ben Franklin, Scot Cannon (We 
Can: <A Day in the Life of an Adolescent and Open the 
Door), Helen Keller, and American Popular Dance. Funding 
from the annual Middle School Fall Fundraiser supported all 
of the programs. 


Ms. AnneMarie Meaney joined our Guidance 
Department this year and assisted in the delivery of 
services to 784 students. The 10-14 year old student 
encounters many changes in the “middle” years, and needs 
support while in school to deal with many issues, as well 
as the challenges presented by life in our current 
society. The addition of a third counselor to augment the 
work of Mr. Gothage and Mrs. Cartier has filled a need that 
has existed for many years at the Middle School. 


There were two activity programs offered to the 
student body of an extracurricular nature. Intramural 
activities were funded by a generous donation from the 
Viking Sports Parents. The DARE after- school 
activities program, funded by a grant, was held in the 
Spring. Activities such as these are vital for students 
in the Middle School and would not have occurred without 
the generous support of these two organizations. 


Mrs. Christine Hastings coordinated the Parent 
Volunteer Program at the school. Volunteer work in 
classrooms and other activities provided by numerous 
volunteers enables us to provide programs which would not 
be possible without the extra help. A good example would be 
the very successful Nature’s Classroom experience for Grade 
5, as parents and other community volunteers make that 
possible by accompanying our students to the site and 
remaining there for the entire week along with the school 
staff. Our sincere thanks is extended to all who have 
donated time and service to our students. 


In closing, let me also thank the entire Middle School 
staff for their efforts. Teachers, custodians, 


secretaries, aides, counselors, support staff and 
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administrators all contribute equally to the success of our 
school, for they all play a vital role in delivering the 
educational services needed and deserved by Middle School 
students.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


It is with much pride in our school, students and 
staff that I submit the annual report of the High School 
for the year 1995. This year has been exceptionally busy, 
but also very productive, as we continued to study the 
concept of Block Scheduling and prepared to propose this 
restructuring change in the daily schedule to the School 
Committee and the community. We have begun to implement 
the Massachusetts Educational Reform Legislation (MERA), 
especially as it pertains to Time and Learning and 
Curriculum Frameworks. This year we increased the class 
periods by four minutes and eliminated homerooms in order 
to meet the requirements for the necessary 990 hours for 
the student school year. Educational Reform mandates that 
all high school students have 990 hours of instructional or 
direct learning time by September, 1997. This means that 
the familiar concept of “study halls” will no longer exist. 
This time will be replaced with Guided Studies or Resource 
Centers in which students will be able to have teacher 
interaction/assistance or directed learning experiences. 
Block Scheduling, which provides a longer block of time for 
most classes will meet these needs and also develop many 
other advantages for the students. We hope that this new 
look to the traditional school day will be able to be 
implemented in September 1996. 


The High School will be evaluated by the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges in November 1996. This 
evaluation process takes place every ten years. The 
accreditation of the High School is dependent upon 
satisfactory results of the NEASC evaluation process. Much 
time has been spent by faculty during the 1995 school year 
preparing the self-evaluation reports that are a major 
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component of the evaluation. The New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges will send a visiting team of 
educators to the school from November 17-20, 1996. This 
team will submit a report to the NEASC, to the High School 
and to the School Committee. The results, recommendations 
and commendations of the report will be shared with the 
community, and a follow up process to implement the 
necessary recommendations will take place. We are very 
appreciative of the commitment demonstrated to this process 
by all of our faculty and especially the time and effort of 
the co-chairpersons, Mrs. Leanna Russell and Mrs. Kristine 
Nash. 

As we began this school year, our enrollment was 605 
with a projection to reach 665 by 1998. We were fortunate 
to be able to increase our part time business and foreign 
language teachers to full time for this school year. 
However, it is apparent that we will need to restore 
faculty positions in the near future if we are to meet the 
requirements of Educational Reform and the needs of our 
students. We will need teachers in phys.ed./health, math.- 
science, social studies and foreign language. While much 
has been accomplished in our technology program, the High 
School also needs to expand its computer capabilities and 
computer access for all students on a regular basis. Many 
of our computers are old and thus not able to run the 
software that is now available for instructional purposes. 
Our students need upgraded computer capability and the 
means to utilize the resources of the global computer 
community through such links as the internet and the 
“world-wide web”. 


As the High School expands learning opportunities for 
the students and as our enrollment grows by the projected 
10%, there will be a need for classroom space. This makes 
the concern for much needed kindergarten space even more 
acute. There are also many building maintenance concerns, 
especially roofs, heating system and floor tiles, that have 
been deferred because of budget constraints. Many of these 
will have to be addressed in the near future. 


While funding and resources are a very real concern, 
East Bridgewater High School continues to provide a quality 
educational experience. Our strengths are in the overall 


| motivation and commitment of our students and staff. There 


is a positive learning climate that is demonstrated in the 
excellent rapport between students and teachers. 80% of 
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the Class of 1995 went on to some form of higher education. 
Our graduates attain admission into the colleges and 
universities of their choice. Our alumni indicate that 
their high school education prepared them for the 
competitive study of higher education. Our graduates are 
accepted into prestigious school and colleges and they are 
very successful as they begin in career fields. There is 
a plaque over our front doors that reads,”...Through these 
doors pass the world’s best students”. We have every 
reason to mean that as our student body, overall, continues 
to hold high standards, demonstrate responsibility and 
caring for others and pride in the school image and school 
performance. 


Our High School Council, established by the Ed. 
Reform legislation, has a very significant advisory role in 
regard to all high school programs and activities. The 
Council must review the budget and is responsible for the 
development and implementation of a School Improvement Plan 
that is filed with the Dept. of Education. Our Council has 
been extremely valuable in providing assistance, guidance 
and initiative as plans are developed and ideas tested. 

The Council has instituted a High School Council Newsletter 
as part of the goal to extend communications in the 
community at large. The co-chairman of the High School 
Council, Jane Haines, is the editor of the Newsletter which 
is printed by the Viking Press. Other members of the 
Council are: Beth Hayes, Dorothy Tully, Donald Nelson- 
parents, Arthur Illsley, Vernon Post, George McCabe- 
faculty, Jennifer Lynch-student. Jennifer Lynch also 
serves as secretary of the Council. 


Other new faces at the High School in the 1995 year 
are Mrs. Nancy Hughes, our school librarian, and Mr. 
Michael Joyce, our head custodian. Mrs. Hughes has a 
special interest in technology which she has been 
incorporating into the library research resources. This 
approach will support the school efforts to integrate the 
application of computer technology and to provide students 
with means to access information through technology. Mr. 
Joyce has depth and breadth of knowledge and experience in 
regard to building maintenance and repair and preventive 
maintenance of heating and plumbing systems. His management 
skills have already proven to be an asset to the overall 
maintenance program. 
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Our co-curricular programs, coordinated by Student 
Activities Coordinator Barbara Gillespie, Music Director 
Dan Lasdow and Athletic Director Allen Smith, are exemplary 
in the South Shore. Our Viking Band and Color Guard swept 
their competition as they won first place in the New 
England Scholastic Band Association finals at Boston 
University. Our athletic teams saw championships in track, 
cross country and football and tournament qualification in 
basketball and field hockey. Our football program, under 
the exceptional coaching of Mr. Ronald St. George has been 
in the Super Bowl five of the last six years! In 
academics, in scholarship awards, in performing arts-music 
and drama, in Student Government, athletics and in 
citizenship-East Bridgewater High School is the “Home of 
Champions”! 


We are always pleased with the accomplishments of our 
students and high school program. We believe that what we 
do-we do well. We are also always concerned that we cannot 
do many things for lack of a program, course or staff. As 
the problems of our society escalate, so do the problems of 
adolescents. There is a need for an alternative school 
within the High School for students who are not able to 
function well in a traditional school setting at this time 
in their lives. There is a need for a school psychologist, 
a comprehensive school to work program and eventually, 
additional special education staff as we work towards full 


inclusion.

We receive much help from 
the other town departments and this is very much 
appreciated. I would also like to thank our tireless and

I am personally grateful to 
Assistant Principal Kelly, the faculty and all of our 
support staff for their commitment to excellence. 


The year 1995 will be dominated by the announced 
resignation and retirement of Superintendent Gordon 
Mitchell, which will take place in June 1996, more than any 
other single happening. Supt. Mitchell has provided 
extraordinary leadership for more than two decades during 
which the schools moved from the space age to the 
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communication age while integrating computer technology and 
the information age. He has always led with vision and 
shared wise counsel, financial expertise, political 
awareness and educational knowledge. Mr. Mitchell is first 
and foremost a teacher. He has been teaching all of us 
while leading a much respected school system. As with all 
teachers, he will leave a rich legacy and a strong 
foundation that is worthy of his integrity, high standards 
and abiding care for all children. 


If our needs appear great, it is the consequence of 
years of limited budgets, Educational Reform requirements, 
societal influences and the challenges of our changing role 
in the technological and global environment in which all of 
us must be at ease. We can and will handle all challenges. 
We do seek the continued support of the community. Our 
vision is a shared one-that all students can be successful. 
This is evident in our Mission Statement- East Bridgewater 
High School is a learning community where every individual 
continues to develop a sense of self-worth, social 
responsibility and accomplishment through effort and 
perseverance.

Dr. David Garcia, Professor of Music at 
Bridgewater State College was the guest speaker. Over 150 
students and parents were in attendance. 


Students were able to attend concerts at Symphony 
Hall performed by the Boston Symphony Orchestra. Mrs. 
Michelle Bernard is the Town Chairperson. Students in 
grades five through eight attend two concerts each year. 


The Senior Recital was held May 17. Our seniors did 
an excellent job in performing instrumental and vocal solos 
and duets. The recital is an opportunity for the seniors to 
display their musical talents and is a way for them to show 
how they have developed over the years as outstanding 
musicians. The Music Parents Association hosted a 
reception in the library for the seniors and their guests. 
The seniors received gifts of appreciation from the Music 
Parents. 


The HS Concert Band and MS Wind Ensemble performed at 
the State Concert Band Festival, sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Instrumental Conductors Association (MICA), 
at Foxboro High School. The HS Band was awarded a Silver 
Medal and the MS Wind Ensemble, conducted by Mr. John 
Fantucchio, was awarded a Bronze Medal for their 
performances. 


The Annual Pops Concerts were held at the Middle 
School, Saturday and Sunday, April 1 and 2. The theme for 
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this year was “Under The Big Top.” Capacity audiences were 
in attendance for both performances. 


The “All Schools” Band and Chorus festivals were well 
received by capacity audiences at the High School. 
Performances were given by the Central School Chorus; the 
Fourth Grade Recorder Ensemble; the Middle School choirs 
and bands; the High School, Concert Choir, Concert Band and 
Jazz Band. A highlight was the combined bands performance 
of The 1812 Overture and the combined choirs performance of 
“A Place Called Hope.” The Choirs performed May 3, and the 
Bands performed May 10. 


The High School Concert Choir was outstanding in 
performance at the “Voices In The Night” Choral Festival at 
Weymouth HS, April 12. They also performed at HS Awards 
Night. The High School Concert Band and Concert Choir 
performed at graduation. 


The Middle School Select Choir and Wind Ensemble 
performed at Rocky Point, Rhode Island June lst and 
received Superior ratings for their performance. 


The Middle School Choir and Bands performed two 
concerts for the Central School students on June 14. 


The Marching Band performed at Canobie Lake Park NH, 
on Saturday, June 24. The band marched a parade and 
performed a concert. Following the performance, the 
students were given lunch and free admission to the park. 
Once again, our students were outstanding representatives 
of their school and community. 


The Viking Marching Band returned to New England 
Scholastic Band Association competition this past Fall. 
The band competed in four contests plus the Finals which 
were held at Boston University, Nickerson Field. The band 
received first place in every competition in Division I, 
and brought home every trophy awarded, which included best 
Music, Percussion, Color Guard, and Drum Majors. The band 
also received the highest score ever attained by an East 
Bridgewater Band in a Finals competition, a score of 93.1. 


Performances for the community by the Music 
Department have included the following: the Viking Band 


marched in the Little League Parade, Soccer Parade, the 
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Veteran's Day Tri-Town Parade, and the Christmas On The 
Common Parade. The High School Band and Concert Choir, the 
Central School Chorus, and the Middle School Select Choir 
and Grade Five Chorus performed in Christmas On The Common 
Festivities. The HS Concert Band performed a concert and 
participated in Memorial Day Ceremonies on the common. 


Plans for 1996 include performances by the Viking 
Marching Band, High School Concert Choir and Concert Band 
in Toronto, Canada as part of an international music 
festival. 


The Director Of Music has been elected to a two year 
term on the State Executive Board of The Massachusetts 
Music Educators Associationas High School Representative. 


The Music Parents Association continues to be a great 
help to our program. Many hours of hard work take place 
behind the scenes, by our parents, to support the music 
students. During the past school year the Music Parents 
Association contributed $7,892.00 to our Music Program to 
fund those expenses not covered in the school budget. The 
officers for the Music Parents Association, elected in June 
are:

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SCHOOL FOOD SERVICES 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit the annual report of the 
School Food Services for 1994. As in the past, the School 
Food Services offer nutritious and appetizing noon day 
meals to the students of East Bridgewater. 


The School Lunch Program is viable and self 
supporting. The charge for a full student lunch has 
remained at $1.00 for the past six years. The sale of a- 
la-carte items, which supplements the program, has enabled 
the meal price to remain one of the lowest in the area. 
The assistance the program is receiving from the State and 
Federal governments in both reimbursement amounts and 
commodity offerings is minimal. 


Due to the increased costs of food, labor, and 
repairs, it appears that an increase in the price of 
student lunches may be needed next year, especially at the 
High School level which has higher Type A nutritional 
requirements for secondary students. 


Several large repairs were needed at both the Central 
and High Schools this past Summer, and due to the age of 
the equipment at all the schools, further repairs are 
expected at any time. 


Lunches are monitored by the Cafeteria Managers and 
modified to meet the requests of the students while still 
providing nutritious Type A lunches. The emphasis is now 
on reducing the fat content of student lunches while 
meeting all of the Type A lunch guidelines. The favorite 
foods of students continue to be items such as chicken 
nuggets, pizza, and chicken patties. The lunch program, 
especially at the upper levels, features an extensive a-la- 
carte program with a variety of appetizing offerings. The 
profit realized on the a-la-carte program supplements the 
losses sustained by the lunch program on the students share 
for Type A lunches. 


The School Lunch Program supplies some limited 
commodities, as well as milk, to the kindergarten program, 


and offers meals for senior citizens on a weekly basis at 
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the Middle School. The High School cafeteria is also 
currently providing lunches for R.E.A.D.S. Academy, a 
collaborative program for students from East Bridgewater 
and surrounding towns, which is located on Pleasant Street. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the School 
Lunch Program staff and the Managers--Mrs. Jeanette O’Day, 
Central School; Mrs. Sophie Stec, Middle School; and Mrs. 
Kay Mormino, High School--and all the workers and 
substitutes at the schools. A special thank you to Mrs. 
Jacqueline Edwards, Administrative Assistant to the 
Director, for her outstanding work. Thanks also to Mr. 
Gordon Mitchell, Mr. John Collins, Mr. George Frye, Dr. 
Judith Riordan, and especially the students and parents 
without whom there would be no program.
